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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings also appear to be informal, formal drawings are therefore required. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and 
must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text. 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 2, 
line 21, "include" should read -includes-, in line 26, "contain" should read -contains-, 
and in line 33, "rods have" should read -rod has-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitations "the pressing device" and "the support members" 
in lines 3 and 5 respectively. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations 
in the claim. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "the pressing shaft" in line 5. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "the lower end" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rosin (US Patent 4,989,31 1). 
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Rosin discloses a support adaptor assembly comprising an elongate rectangular 
shaped header plate 1 1 with a slot 17 on either end and a centrally located hole 16, two 
support rods 24 being fitted to the header plate through the slots 17 and including 
means 31 that could be used to adjust the length by which the rods extend below the 
header plate, the support rods including means 26 that enable a component support 
adaptor to be fitted onto lower ends of the rods, the support adaptor including a bearing 
press 19, see figure 1. 

7. Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Johnson (US Patent 4,908,925). 

Johnson discloses a support adaptor assembly comprising an elongate 
rectangular shaped header plate 12 with a slot 20 on either end and a centrally located 
hole through boss 18, two support rods 26 being fitted to the header plate through the 
slots 20 and including means 34 to adjust the length by which the rods extend below the 
header plate, the support rods including means 28 that enable a component support 
adaptor to be fitted onto lower ends of the rods, the support adaptor including a bearing 
press 36, see figure 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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9. Claims 5 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Johnson in view of Lee (US Patent 2,677,174). 

Johnson discloses a support adaptor assembly including a bearing press as 
shown above. Although Johnson does not disclose the component support adaptors 
comprising a stirrup shaped device including means for attaching a component to be 
worked on, however such component support adaptors are known as attested by Lee, 
see column 2, lines 27-29 and figure 1 . Therefore it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, to have substituted the 
component support adaptors of Johnson with the one taught by Lee when working on a 
component with lugs or other complementary structure that could be securely held by 
the stirrup shaped adaptors.
